CYCLE PARTS 
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‘Dirt tracker’ 
wins road 
race classic

DAYTONA BEACH, FLA., MAR. 9 
Gene “Burritto” Romero scored 
the biggest victory of his career 
Sunday in the 34th Annual Day- 
tona 200, the third round in the 
AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship/Camel Pro Series. Romero 
took over the lead on lap 30 of 
the 52-lap race and gave way for 
just one lap on the 35th go-around 
following his second and final gas stop. 
The popular Yamaha International team 
rider was particularly pleased about 
having the Daytona victory on top of 
his win in 1974’s season finale at 
Ontario. 

Prior to Romero’s taking over, the 
race was a three-sided affair between 
Finland's Тері Lansivuori, Grand 
National Champion Kenny Roberts, and 
privateer Steve McLaughlin. The 
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predicted Ago vs. Roberts duel became 
a minor topic after Kenny broke the lap 
record during qualifying runs on 
Thursday when he turned in a blistering 
111.089 mph average. That lap was over 
three miles per hour faster than the old 
qualifying mark set by Paul Smart in 
1974 at 107.949. Lansivuori, 
Venzeuela’s Johnny Cecotta, Romero 
and Steve Baker joined Roberts on the 
front row of the 73-man grid and each 
also broke Smart’s former record. 
Agostini turned in a “slow” 107.395 
qualifying lap and found himself 
starting the 200 from the ninth square 
on the grid. 


Prior to race day the big story was 
tires. England's Barry Sheene had 
crashed his factory Suzuki at over 170 
mph during a practice session and while 
the tire never lost its air pressure, 
examination showed that large hunks of 
rubber had separated from the cord 
fabric. 


Later,  Holland's Henk Klassen 
unloaded during a practice session and 
shortly thereafter Dunlop announced 
the withdrawal of all their tires from the 
rear of all 750cc Expert and Junior 
machines. Klassen's rear tire had come 
from the same production batch as the 
tire which had been mounted on the 
rear of Sheene’s Suzuki. Although 
Dunlop, in a statement to the AMA,

stated that they could find no fault with 
the tires, it appeared as though heat 
build-up was causing the rubber to 
separate from the cord fabric. Following 
Dunlop’s withdrawal, the entire field, 
with the exception of only a handful of 
riders, was Goodyear-equipped. 


The start of the 200 was delayed for 
15 minutes because of massive traffic 
jams which were delaying many of the 
estimated 70,000 attendees from 
entering the Speedway. 


Factory Suzuki rider Tepi Lansivuori 
led the start down pit road and into the 
infield, where he opened up a gap 
between himself and Kenny Roberts. 
Johnny Cecotto, the 19-year-old 
Venezuelan ace who had qualified third 
fastest, didn’t have his Venemotos 
Yamaha running and in position by the 
time the one-minute-to-go sign was 
displayed and he finally got started dead 
last. 


Englishman Jeff March unloaded 
heavily in the high-speed infield sweeper 
on the initial lap and was rushed to the 
hospital with a possible fractured should- 
er and head injuries. 


Lap two saw Lansivuori stretch his 
lead over Roberts, who was pulling 
distance on Agostini. Behind the front 
running trio Gene Romero, Steve 
McLaughlin and Washington’s Steve 





Baker were waging war over fourth 
place. The owner of that position varied 
from lap to lap. 


Roberts began to close up Tepi on 
the third lap and on the following tour 
of the 3.84 mile Daytona course he 
took over the lead and began wailing 
away from everyone. 


Back markers were taken by surprise 
on the sixth lap as Roberts wove his 
way through traffic, already lapping 
what he referred to as ‘“‘slowpokes.” 


Through the 10th lap Roberts 
continued stretching his lead over 
Lansivuori and Agostini, and Ago hada 
new problem as the still-dicing trio of 
Romero, McLaughlin and Baker were 
right on his heels. Romero swooped 
around Ago on the 12th lap and 
McLaughlin did that trick the next time 
around. 


While most of the spectators watched 
the front runners, John Cecotto was 
charging through the field from his last 
place starting position. He moved into 
seventh on the 12th lap and then 
appeared to settle down to a steady 
pace behind sixth-running Baker. 


On the 16th lap Roberts startled 
tuner Kel Carruthers and his pit crew as 
he swung left onto pit row. His Yamaha 
was quickly refueled, but seconds later 
the U.S. Champion stepped from his

bike and removed his helmet. The 


clutch on his TZ750 monoshock 
Yamaha had gone away and he was out 
of the race. 

With Roberts’ retirement, the Ago vs. 
Roberts duel was over. Our National 
Champion had made his point, though. 
He had dominated the race just as he 
dominated practice and qualifying 
sessions during the week. 

With Roberts out, Lansivuori took 
over the lead for three laps before 
pitting on the 19th lap for gas. Gas 
stops by the field began on the 16th lap 
and the front running positions were 
shuffled. 

On the 20th lap, Steve McLaughlin 
held a four-second lead over Ago, who 
was being pushed by Baker. Cecotto had 
moved into fifth directly behind 
Romero and just ahead of Yamaha 
factory rider. “Кеу” Kawasaki. 
Lansivuori had lost ground due to a 
lengthy pit stop and returned to the 
chase a lap down on the leaders. 

The halfway mark, the 26th lap, saw 
McLaughlin running smoothly in the 
lead followed by Romero, Baker, 
Agostini, Cecotto, Key Kawasaki, David 
Aldana and Ron Pierce. 

Next lap Lansivuori went down after 
seemingly colliding with Cecotto in an 
infield turn. He reportedly suffered a 
broken ankle and with that accident 
Suzuki saw their hopes for a Daytona 
win this year disappear. 

By lap 30 Romero had closed up on 
McLaughlin and in that same lap 
McLaughlin unloaded as he braked for 
the final infield turn. The get-off tore 
away his fairing bubble, but Steve was 
uninjured, jumped up and got back into 
the race within moments in fifth place. 

From that point on the race belonged 
to “basic dirt tracker” Gene Romero. 
Thursday night, after having qualified 
fourth fastest, Romero sat in the annual 





nightly gathering place of many dirt 
trackers, the new Frontier Inn, and 
joked about his high qualifying position. 
“Did you see where they placed me 
fourth on the grid? "he asked. “I won't 
tell ‘em they goofed, if you don't. 
Seriously, that isn't too bad for a dirt 
tracker, is it?” It sure wasn't. And his race 
performance wasn't bad either. 


Romero entered victory lane for the 
third time in nine years of competing in 
the Daytona 200. He had been a 
"bridesmaid" on two occasions and had 
finished in the top 10 in all but one of 
his 10 races. Dirt tracker indeed! 

Following victory lane ceremonies 
the top three finishers, Romero, Steve 
Baker and Johnny Cecotto were hustled 
away to the press box where Gene 
Romero held court. When asked why 
Roberts, Agostini and Baker had 
monoshock Yamahas while he had a 
swingarm model, Romero replied, 
“They gave the monoshockers to all the 
light guys and gave us heavies the 
conventional jobs." And when asked his 
feelings about Roberts saying, when 
asked who he thought would win when 
he dropped out, **One of the slowpokes, 
I guess." Romero laughed and said, 
“Well, ask him how he feels when he 
watches me go to the bank tomorrow 
with all the chips.” 

Romero’s “chips” amounted to 
$17,485 and a whopping pay-off of 195 
Camel Pro Series points, the largest 
single point pay-off in AMA history. 

Steve Baker was an elated young man 
following his second place performance 
and he told the assembled press corps 
how he had barely made it to the 
starting grid following a panic session 
spent replacing three cylinder studs in 
his TZ750 after they had broken in 
Sunday morning’s short practice session. 
“We didn’t finish the job until five 
minutes before the race was scheduled 








to start,” commented the Bellingham, 
Washington resident. 

The last man to face the questioners 
was Johny Cecotto. He was 
accompanied by a large contingent of 
Venezuelans, two of whom proudly 
held their nation’s flag high. Johnny 
spoke no English, but his happiness was 
more than apparent in the form of an 
ear to ear grin. Cecotto, while virtually 
unknown in the U.S., has won the 
prestigious Interlagos Brazil 500 miler 
for the past two years and is currently 
the Champion of Venezuela. 

Last year’s Daytona 200 (180) 
winner and 24-time World Champion 
Giacomo Agostini finished a 
disappointed fourth. He was unavailable 
for comment following the race. 

So the 34th Daytona 200 is history 
and the record books will show that 
Gene Romero won. The win moves 
Burritto into second place behind Mark 
Williams in the Camel Pro Series point 
standings and as the racer from San Luis 
Obispo, California puts it, "I want that 
Number One back." He'll still have to 
beat Roberts for the coveted plate, but 
if determination has anything to do 
with it, Kenny better boogie. 


Daytona Notes: 

Gary Nixon, after qualifying 29th, 
was advised by his doctors not to race. 
Screws holding a plate in his arm 
worked loose, and for all practical 
purposes his arm was still 
broken . . . Clutch problems plagued the 
American Yamaha team, with each 
member’s clutch gioing away during 
Sunday morning’s ‚practice 
session ... Don Castro, who ended up 
ninth, was slowed by wind entering his 
helmet, causing his eyes to tear... The 
first eight finishers completed the entire 


52 laps... Florida’s Larry Bleil was the 
highest placing easterner. . . Phil 
McDonald’s Yamaha threw a 








rod... Randy Cleek's Yamaha tied 
up... Expansion chamber problems 
dropped England’s Barry Ditchburn and 
Stan Woods from the 
race... Kawasaki’s Yvon DuHamel 


retired ‘on the llth lap with a bent 
shifter shaft... Ron Pierce, who 
finished eighth, lost his rear brake and 
said that the new wide tires caused 
excessive brake wear . .

100 mi Jr. Ex: 
Roberts' easy 


ride to the bank

DAYTONA BEACH, FLA., MAR. 8 

In typical Kenny Roberts fashion, 
the Yamaha factory rider added 
the 100 mile Expert/Junior light- 
weight race to his growing list of 
pavement wins. Roberts, as is his 
style, scooted away from the rest 
of the field in the early laps for a 
quick (60:51.75) and rewarding 
($2,910) Saturday morning ride. 

Second place went to the revitalized 
Harley-Davidson RR250 of Gary Scott, 
while Yamaha Motor Canada 
22-year-old Steve Baker of Washington 
picked up a close third. 

The addition of the new Kawasaki 
250 sparked a lot of interest in the 
Combined event, but the lack of time to 
sort and test the lime-green quickies 
curtailed their potential to knock 
Yamaha off its perch. Eight days of 
testing prior to the race turned up 
overheating problems and the need to 
squeeze out a few more horsepower. 

Kawasaki factory racer Jim Evans, 
injured in a practice crash on Tuesday, 
added another cloud to the bike's 
debut. Ron Pierce, entered on a Harley, 
switched to Kawasaki teamed with 
Yvon DuHamel for the event. Practice 








proved to Pierce that the bike "handles - 





like a dream. It's so forgiving you can 
really stuff it into a corner, but I wish 
there was a little more power," he said. 
Pierce nailed down a fifth in his heat 
and then learned that the little greenie 
has seven gears and he was using only 
six. 

Kenny Roberts took the first heat by 
a good margin while Steve Baker and 
Gary Fisher (on a factory H-D) put on a 
good dice for second. Gary Scott and 
Greg Sassaman each ran disappointing 
races with mechanical“ problems 
plaguing their Harleys. 

The second heat produced some 
spirited racing and a privateers duel that 
lasted the whole race with Doug Teague 
pulling out the win from Ted Henter. 
Don Castro nipped Peewee Gleason for 
third on the final go-around when 
Gleason slowed after taking a deep gash 
on his leg resulting from a tangle with 
another rider’s fairing. 

Work and more work was the order 
of the evening as Gary Scott’s mechanic 
Bill Wemer and the rest of the 
Harley-Davidson crew spent long hours 
changing both internal and external 
gearing in order to cure problems. The 
hours paid off as Scott’s bike ran 
cleanly throughout the race although 
the gap between fourth and fifth gear 
was wrong, making Scott over-rev 
fourth in order to reach fifth. 

In the Yamaha pits everything was in 
order as both Roberts and last year’s 
winner Don Castro were race-ready. 
Gene Romero was saving himself for a 
big day on Sunday. 

Roberts grabbed the lead before the 
bikes were more than a few yards off 
the grid and that was that for the rest of 
the race. Steve Baker, however, was not 
shaken off that easily, as he stuck to 
Roberts for two laps before Kenny 
broke free. Don Castro followed in third 
with Doug Teague, Mike Devlin, Gary 
Scott, Jimmy Dunn and Ron Pierce 
close behind. Yvon DuHamel, on the 
other Kawasaki, held 10th place. 


Gary Scott moved to fourth on the 
second lap, swooped Castro for third 
two laps later and out-braked Baker into 
the infield for second spot another two 
laps on. Castro meanwhile was feeling 
pressure from Teague. 

From the back of the pack, the 
newest H-D factory entry, Greg 
Sassaman, was picking up positions 
every lap. Greg started deep in the 
second wave and was 12th on lap 10, 
closing on DuHamel. 

Roberts used traffic to put distance 
between himself and the second place 
Scott/Baker or Baker/Scott duel, but 
was not pulling out as big a lead as 
expected.

Doug Teague, with a fourth placing, 
won the top privateer after a ride that 
paid tribute to his considerable tuning 
talents, while Sassaman justified his 
factory team standing with the top 
Junior placing in ninth. 

For Kenny it seemed that the 100 
miles was just another trip to the bank, 
but for Scott and Baker the distance 
seemed a little longer. Scott’s all-night 
work had paid off while Baker, was 
competing in his first race since 
removing a cast from a broken leg 
acquired at last year’s Talladega event.

Yamaha Super 
Series of MX— 
round two

DAYTONA BEACH, FLA., MAR. 8 

Can-Am racer Jimmy Ellis and 
Maico ace Steve Stackable both 
tuned-in repeat performances in 
the second round of the Yamaha 
Super Series of Motocross. Ellis 
overcame a slow start in the first 
250cc moto to finish sixth, then 
backed it up with a win and a 
second placing in the last two motos. 
Stackable weathered an all-out charge 
from Suzuki-borne Tony DiStefano to 
work his one moto win and two second 
places into an overall 500cc victory. 

Spectators numbering some 35,000 
roared approval of the total six 
20-minute moto program as they saw 
that 1975 will be a classic year for 
National caliber MX. The annual game 
of “musical bikes’” that puts new riders 
on new factory-sponsored machinery 
has given many top talents incentive to 
impress their new employers. With 
Karsmaker switching from Yamaha to 
Honda, Weinert stepping from Kawasaki 
to Yamaha, DiStefano and Grossi 
making the move to Suzuki, Tripes 
picking up a Bultaco ride, Runyard and 
Thorwaldson leaving Suzuki for Can-Am 
and Maico mounts, and many more 
changes too numerous to list... it all 
adds up to a tremendous amount of 
riding talent and determination to win. 
Close racing more than made up for the 
absence of top-line Europeans at 
Daytona. 
250cc races 

The Flying Hawaiian John DeSoto 
dramatized his eastern appearance by 
grabbing a healthy holeshot as the 250s 
left the line and spilled onto the Gary 
Bailey designed track. Hot on DeSoto’s 
tail were Gaylon Mosier, Tim Hart, Gary 
Wise and Rich Eierstedt. Hart moved in 
quickly to take the lead on lap three, 
but Husky rider Kent Howerton 
overtook the Yamaha on the same lap 
after working up from a slow start. 
Once clear of traffic, Howerton dialed 
win and held the margin that would 
keep him ahead for the rest of the 
moto. 

Meanwhile DeSoto had spun out and 
Hart led Eierstedt and Marty Tripes. 
Tripes had ninth place at the end of lap 
one, but was rapidly picking off the 
front runners in a style that held the 
crowd screaming their approval. With 
two laps reamining, Marty slipped by 
Rich Eierstedt, then flew over Tim Hart 
on Bailey’s spectacular double jump. 
The first moto standings: Howerton, 
Tripes, Hart, Eierstadt and Jan-Eric 
Sallquist. 

One of Daytona’s infamous first turn 
pile-ups left Tim Hart, Bruce Baron and

Kenny Zahrt on the ground at the 
beginning of round two. Hart and Baron 
restarted, but Zahrt was visibly shaken 


and remounted. Kenny got 
centerpunched later in the afternoon by 
an out-of-control rider, putting a cap on 
his totally bad day. 

Jimmy Ellis, perhaps moody over his 
sixth place finish in the first moto, put 
the Can-Am out im front of the pack on 
lap one. Following within striking 
distance were Team Honda riders Marty 
Smith and Rich Eierstedt, while back in 
fourth, Tripes had begun another 
crowd-pleasing rally. On lap two Tripes 
and Eierstedt both got past Smith; then, 
just before the finish line, Tripes edged 
by into second. 

In the following laps Tripes’ Bultaco 
closed on Ellis until finally he crowded 
into the lead on the front straight. Ellis, 
however, held the inside line and stuffed 
back under Tripes in the tight 
left-hander at the straightaway’s end. 
Using the Bultaco as a berm, Jimmy 
relcaimed the lead as Marty saved it and 
held second. 

Marty Smith had repassed Eierstedt 
and held steady until his machine 
seized, dropping the 125cc National 
Champ to 28th. 

Ellis maintained his lead to the 
checkered flag as Tripes, now running 








with a flat rear tire and a broken fork 
slider, held second. Eierstedt, Sallquist 
and Mike Runyard followed. Howerton 
could only back up his first moto 
victory with an llth after getting 
tangled in the first turn activities.` 


In an all-out attempt to overcome the 
bad second moto, Kent Howerton 
passed Sonny Defeo on the first lap of 
round three, and proceeded to build up 
an unbeatable lead. Ellis converted his 
fifth place start into a second by the 
end of the moto ...good enough for 
the overall win. Rich Eierstedt’s third 
place gave Honda a second in the overall 
as his 4-3-3 total topped Howerton’s 
1-11-1 score. Tripes suffered a poor 
start in round three, recovering only to 
10th place, for fourth overall. Fifth was 
Kawasaki rider Jan-Eric Sallquist. 


500ccc motos 

Tony DiStefano wedged into the lead 
ahead of Pierre Karsmakers and Steve 
Stackable as the first 500cc moto 
smoked onto the track. Before the lap 
ended, Stackable had second and 
Karsmakers retired with transmission 
failure. Wyman Priddy’s Kaw held third 
with Gary Chaplin and Gary Semics 
close behind. National Number One 
Jimmy Weinert was back in ninth and

jamming toward the front in true 
Weinert style. 

DiStefano’s Suzuki held off 
Stackable’s Maico for four laps. Then, as 
the two ran side by side steaming 
steadily away from the others, the 
Suzuki’s front brake plate broke and 
Tony D was spit off as the wheel 
locked up. He remounted to finish a 
distant 17th. 

Meanwhile, Weinert’s charge was cut 
short by, as Jimmy put і, “А 
malfunction at the junction." Yamaha 
mechanic Bill Buchka simplified the 
explanation by grumping, “Seized.” 


Gary Semics put on a dynamite 
showing in his first east coast ride on 
the new Kawasaki, following Stackable 
through round one for second place 
finish. Atlanta’s Zappa Racing CZ team 
of Gary Chaplin and Bobby Harris filled 
the third and fourth positions ahead of 
Jim West’s CZ in fifth. 

Again in the second leg, the 
Stackable/DiStefano duo took turn one 





side by side and quickly resumed their 
battle, while drawing steadily away 
from all the others. Gary Chaplin had 
copped a third place starting position 
ahead of Wyman Priddy. Weinert, with a 
new top end on the factory Yamaha, 
got away in 11th and began once again 
to work up through the mob. Semics’ 
luck deserted him as he completed lap 
one in around 25th place and was 
unable to significantly help his standing 
during the moto. 

Five laps into the race, Jimmy 
Weinert had fought up to fifth place; 
but the new motor tightened up again, 
forcing the champion to call it a day. 

Steve Stackable took the lead from 
Tony DiStefano on the next lap, pulling 
a gasp-drawing block pass on a tight “S” 
section of the track. Steve cruised on 
for several laps more while Tony held a 
steady pace 20 yards back. Three laps 
from the finish, DiStefano repassed for 
the final time to take the win ahead of 
Stackable, Chaplin, Thorwaldson and 
Pete Lamppu. 

Stackable found a clear start to the 
front of the third 500cc go-around, 
while DiStefano was forced to work up 
from an eighth place start. Maico rep 
Barry Higgins grabbed second place and 
led Rokon racer Don Kudalski, Jim 
West and Scott Jordan in the early 
moments. Kudalski was able to pass 
Higgins, but retired shortly with his 
third broken chain of the afternoon. 

It took DiStefano 10 minutes to plow 
up to Stackable’s rear fender. Once 
there however, Tony quickly ripped-off 
the lead; and Stackable, realizing that 
he’d gain nothing by challenging the 
Suzuki rider, let him go. 

Stackable’s 1-2-2 score placed him 
safely ahead of the closest competitor, 
Gary Chaplin. Chaplin put in a fast, 
consistent 3-3-4 finish and was rewarded 
with second place overall. Jim West and 
Rich Thorwaldson tied in points with 
West winning the-nod for third. Fifth 
went to Tony DiStefano. е

Texans swept three of the four 
short track events held before sell 
out crowds in Daytona’s Memorial 
Stadium. Led by two time winner 
Terry Poovey (Bul) and Jim Rawls 
with wins Saturday night the Lone 
Star State was prevented from 
making a complete sweep of the 


always exciting events by a Wednesday 
night Novice program win scored by 
Florida’s Steve Poneleit. 

Novice only night drew 220 first year 
riders who were narrowed down to 80 
through 37 scratch heats and narrowed 
down to a 10 rider main event in eight 
regular heats and three semis.

The restart saw Steve Freeman 
on the penalty line and Jimmy Lee get a 
holeshot and the win. The second semi 
was led all the way by Jim Rawls with 
pressure being applied by Gary Bailey 
and Mike Eades, who finished 2-3. The 
final semi was a mind-blower. Paul 
Pressgrove led the first six laps of the 10 
lap go, but was shoved back to third by 
Danny Hockie and Bubba Rush. Hockie 
and Rush crossed the finish line in what 
appeared to be a dead heat, but the nod 
was given to Hockie by referee Freddie 
Ephrem and starters Phil Dyson and 
Russ Moody. 

Jim Rawls topped Jimmy Lee, Hank 
Scott and Poovey in a three lap trophy 
dash and Husky mounted Mike Johnson 
led Ted Poovey and Buck Boren across 
the line in the consy.

A slim field of 750cc-and-up bikes

Yoshimura Racing 900cc Kawasaki Z-1. 
Southern California Action Fours rider 
Bob Endicott got the jump on the field 
and piloted his Kawasaki Z-1 to an early 
lead, using his extreme “hanging off” 
style.

Ontario lightweight Production 
winner, Scott Clough, jumped into a lap 
one lead to renew his running battle 
with Bob Tigert in this RD350 Yamaha 
dominated event. Tigert, sponsored by 
Harry Hunt, Shelby Motors and 
California Surplus, got by Clough on the 
outside of turn one on lap two and had 
power to start pulling away, as he had 
predicted. Canadian Ed Turjanica, riding 
a Kawasaki Motors Canada 350cc S-2 


Kawasaki, posed a first-lap threat that 
ended abruptly when he fell entering 
the banking. He remounted dead last 
and worked back up to 12th in the 
45-man field. 

Henry Olyneger on a Huggins Cycle 
Yamaha maintained a solid third 
through the entire 38 mile event. Tigert 
scraped his knees as he went on to win 
by a wide margin over Clough, and 
made it a winning threesome for West 
Coast Production racers. е

‘win or crash’ 
lap

DAYTONA BEACH, FLA., MAR. 7 

$700 is a high price to pay for a 
half gallon of gas, but that's ex- 
actly what it cost Georgia rider 
Dale Singleton. It also cost 


Singleton the victory in the 100 mile 
Junior race. 

Self-sponsored Pennsylvanian Gary 
Blackman took the win in the last 40 
yards on what he termed his “win or 
crash" lap. Scott Erickson, who trucked 
in from cold Montana rounded out the 
top three. Each rider put in such a good 
ride for his position that it’s hard to 
separate their involvement. 

Scott Erickson, a some time road 
racer, some time dirt tracker and full 
time college student started things off 
on Thursday qualifying at a speed of 
103.218 with Rich Chambers, Gary 
Blackman, Bill Peters and Dale 
Singleton filling out the front row after 
time trials were over. 

The drama started right on the grid as 
the officials held up the one minute 
signal. At that moment Dale Singleton 
couldn’t find neutral in his gearbox. 
With the 30 second sign up he rolled off 
the grid sacrificing his front row start 
for a tail-enders spot. It didn’t last long 
as Singleton scooted from last to 10th 
in the space of the first lap. 

Erickson sped into the lead followed 
by Blackman, Bill Peters, Skip Aksland 
and Murry Hoffman. The front running 
group began to swap places while 
Singleton moved through traffic with a 
vengeance. Aksland dropped Blackman 
to third, swapped with Erickson and 
then changed around again before the 
fourth lap. 

Aksland pulled out some breathing 
room on the fifth go around using his 
power to advantage on the banking, but 
losing ground through the infield. 
Singleton moved into fourth. 

Lap seven had to be one of the most 
exciting laps ever seen as Singleton 
outbraked Blackman for third going 
into the infield and then picked off 
Erickson and Aksland at an amazing 
pace to emerge onto the banking in the 








lead. The crowd went wild. Never has a 
rider come from last place to first and 
win. Singleton was going to break that 
jinx. Or was he? 

Erickson continued to run a second 
or two behind in second while 
Blackman and Aksland went at it and 
Bill Peters and Murray Hoffman 
followed. On the 10th lap Singleton cut 
a circuit at 102.1 mph and had a three 
second bulge over Erickson. 

Singleton, slowed by traffic, lost the 
lead on lap 13 as Erickson outbraked 
him into the first turn of the infield 
only to lose it to the power of Singleton 
as Dale drafted past on the east banking. 
Blackman, in third, began to close. 

Singleton, in an effort to squeeze out 
as big a lead as possible, was gobbling up 
traffic at a fantastic pace. 

The gas stops started on lap 15 with 
Singleton in and out in a flash. Too 
quick in fact, as he took on only two 
gallons of gas instead of a safe two and 
a half. It was to cost Singleton the race. 
Erickson took over the lead on 
Singleton’s stop then pitted himself 
putting Blackman into a short lead as 
Kevin Cameron got the Montana rider in 
and out in record time. It was quick 
enough to regain the lead in half a lap. 

Blackman was the next to gas with 
Peters following and Aksland using a 
very late stop strategy. Fifth place 
Murry Hoffman came in for his gas stop 
only to lose ground when the collector 
hose from the gas pump wouldn’t come 
loose; fortunately it did not cost the 
California rider a place. 

The 21st lap saw Singleton with a 
300 yard lead and Erickson and 
Blackman side by side. The second place 
duo swapped places then re-swapped 
and their positions remained the same as 
they started the next lap. 

Blackman took over second for good 
with four laps remaining and began to 
close the gap on Singleton although the 
Georgia rider appeared to hold enough 
edge to make his lead hold. 

On the last lap the pair passed the 
finish line with Singleton holding an 
unofficial three seconds over Blackman. 
The pair swept through the infield, and 
then onto the banking and the 
backstraight where the distance between 
them appeared to stay the same. 

As Singleton entered onto the 
banking from the chicane for the last 
time the engine sputtered, then sputtered 
again and finally died, but with enough 
momentum to possibly coast across and 
win. He was about 30 yards short. 
Blackman blew by to take the flag and 
the win as Singleton coasted dejectedly 
into second place. Erickson and Aksland 
took the next two places and Murray 
Hoffman nailed Bill Peters at the line 
for fifth. 

The look on Singleton’s face as he 
pulled off his helmet was worth a 
million words...none of them 
printable. Erickson, with a safe third

Belair takes Reche, 
Don Sweet visits

RECHE CANYON, CAL., MAR. 2 

Don Sweet (National No. Three) 
from New England was a surprise 
entry at the fifth ATA trial of the 
year and immediately became a 


pre-trial favorite since Bernie Schreiber, 
Marland Whaley, and Mike Griffitts 
were competing in Spain. However, t^c 
winner was Martin Belair (Mon) who 
rose to the occasion with consistently 
fine rides all day to beat Marl. icr 
(Hon) and Don Sweet (Yam) who 
finished third. Belair was the fourth 
different rider to win an ATA event 
five have been held this year 

Martin felt section four was» ihe most 
difficult but section five had to be a 
close second. This trap had uphills, 
downhills, three tight turns and an exit 
that required the exact combination of 
throttle and body English or else it was 
“paddle-time” or a “Big Five". Jack 
Armstrong looked this section over very 
carefully, left for about 10 minutes, 
then retumed and became the first 
Expert to clean this section with a 
super-fine ride. 

The Amateur class was somewhat 
easier (for some) as the scores were 
more reasonable. Dean Pagel (Mon) 
took first by a comfortable eight point 
margin over Rick Hansen (Bul). Reggie 
Dawes, riding the Bultaco his mother 
won at the El Trial de Espana, finished 
third. 

O.C.T., the host club, employed the 
*Marvin Russell Shotgun Start" for this 
trial which worked as follows: (1) Every 
rider was assigned to start at a specific 
section (2) The rider finished the 
balance of loop one, rode loops two and 
three in order (3) Subject rider than 
rode the sections that were missed in 
loop one. This method eliminated 
bottlenecks (there were 134 riders) and 
enabled all the checkers to start and 
finish at the same time. 

I. awaited the “Shotgun” start at 
Novice Section One (Downhill Racer) 
where approximately 15 Novices were 
gathered for the start. The entry 
consisted of a steep 50 foot downhill 
with a runout for “emergencies.” A few 
riders used a little too much front-brake 
and flipped over the handlebars. Sherry 
Gregoire rode down fast, fast, fast but 
she wasn’t showing off, she just didn’t 
have a rear brake. Regardless, Sherry 
had a fine ride beating 70 other Novices 
to finish eighth. The winner of the large 
Novice class was Gary Godwin (Suz) 
who dropped a mere seven points 
followed by G. Armstrong (Bul) and 
Scott Parker (Mon) who finished third. 

The next trials, the St. Patrick Two

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Day Trial at Texas Canyon (near 
Saugus) on March 15-16, should be one 
of the year’s best. Riders expected 
include Bultaco’s Lane Leavitt (U.S.

Climbers battle 
the Horn

ORANGE, CAL., FEB. 23 

In the first run of competition 
there were only six “overs,” and 
these were scored by five riders. 
The first bike over was a highly 
modified 400cc Suzuki ridden by Wes 
Evans. Evans also made an over on the 
same bike when he jumped class to the 
450cc modified. The smallest bike over 
was a 360 modified Yamaha with Craig 
Mock. The only other riders to top the 
hill in this run were in the Open class, 
Ed Shaver, Tom La Rue and Neal 
Mackel, all Triumph mounted, 
managed to make it over. 

Without a doubt, the most exciting 
moment came when La Rue made his 
run. His front wheel crested the ‘Horn, 
but the engine hung up on the lip. For 
the next 90 seconds, he rocked the bike, 
slamming it into the crest, working to 
plow over the rim of the hill. At last, 
with the dirt flying behind, the bike 
eased over the top. 

Later in the day, from the first move 
up point, Neal Mackel found himself in 
the same position. The front wheel was 
over the top, but the bike was balanced 
on the engine case. But, all the pushing, 
the screaming and the power of that 
mighty Triumph just couldn’t hack it 
this time. At last the engine died and 
Mac fell off. He scored an amazing 503 
feet on a hill that topped out at 500 
feet. Enough for a second place, but not 
an over. 

After the first round of competition 
there were only 16 bikes to qualify for 
the move up. The starting block was 
moved up to about the 230 foot mark 
on the hill. 

The smallest bike to qualify for the 
move up was a modified 250cc Yamaha 
ridden by Gary Peterson. But, Peterson 
had had some trouble on one of his 
earlier runs and had to scratch from 
competition. That left Bill Estes, on a 
modified 360 Husky and Craig Mock on 
his 360 Yamaha as the smallest bikes in 
competition. Mock managed to make it 
over the top again, taking first place in 
his class and remaining in competition 
for the top eliminator spot. 

The starting log was moved again. 
This time to the 385 foot marker, just 
below the sandstone face. Many riders 
had not even gone this high from the 
first start. 

Craig Mock was the first man on the 
line. He carried one miss from the 
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earlier start, so had only one chance to 
set his mark. He got up to the 452 foot 
marker. Wes Evans was next, but his 
best mark was 454 feet and earned him 
first place in the class, but not the top 
spot. That was reserved for Ed Shaver 
(Tri). 

Shaver had been having trouble and 
called for a two minute mechanical 
hold. Since he didn't have any misses 
(he was allowed two) he gave up one 
chance to ride in order to gain another 
two minutes time to work on the bike. 
Just before time ran out, Shaver had to 
switch bikes. He borrowed a 1750 
Triumph from Tom La Rue, and headed 
for the starting log. 

Shaver roared off the log, fought for 
control and balance, and managed to 
work his way over the top of the hill for 
a well deserved win. е

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The Cooper 250 in the real world of rough track competition. 





Update: 


Bringing the 
Cooper 250MX 
into 1975 


By John Huetter 


Considering the stability 
peso in the world money 
and the discovery of oil 


of the 


market 
on the 


coast of Campeche, someday all 


motorcycles will be built in 
Mexico. The Cooper 250 MX, the 
result of an amalgam of German, 
American and Mexican design re- 
quirements, already is. Just recently, a 
major retrofit effort has been mounted 
to bring this North American 
motocrosser up to the competition 
technology standards of 1975. The 
effort still isn’t complete and this is not 
so much test as progress report on the 
state of one of the last affordable dirt 
racers with good handling. 

The basics haven’t really changed, 
which is both bad news and good news. 
The Moto Islo engine is heavy, but 
produces plenty of competition-level 
horsepower, some of which is choked 
off by a mediocre expansion chamber 
design that doesn’t silence too well, 
either. The motor will still pull with 
other 250s in its racing class at peak 
power but could be a whole lot better, 
and quieter, with a different pipe. It 
wants to be revved to work effectively 
and tends to make its power like a good 
125. It just makes a lot more power. 
Few people ever complain about a 250 
Cooper being too slow. 

The frame is a virtual copy of a Maico 
frame of 1972-73 vintage. As such, it 
slides outrageously well (which accounts 
for some of its oval track success with 
the appropriate tires) and, in general, 


corners quite „adequately. One 
improvement over its heredity is that 
the Cooper frame doesn't seem to crack 
like 1972 Maico frames had a tendency 


to do. The chassis is strong and 
flex-free. 
There are two substantial 


improvements in the current Coopers 
which, while not making it a new 
model, make the existing package a 
whole bunch easier to race. The 
footpegs have been lowered which 
results in a much better body 
relationship to the bike and gets the 
rider’s knees down below the gas tank. 
Also, the brakes now work. New brake 
shoes are the main reason and little or 
no fade could be detected in the 
throttle on-brakes on-throttie on 
routine of motocross comering. They 
are finally up to the job. 

The knobbies are of a new (for 
Cooper) tread design from Bridgestone 
which replace the previous chevron 
pattern and will do the job very nicely 
till they require normal replacement 
with rubber of your choice. That might 
be another Bridgestone, especially on 
the rear. They’re really not too bad. 

The fenders, such as they are, have 
not been changed. Both fiberglass units 
are too short, allowing a stripe of 
muddy spray up both your back and 
front, and they crack too easily. Also, 
the rear fender interferes with rear

wheel travel in the new LTR suspension 
configuration now available which is 
really what this report is all about. Both 
could, and should, be replaced with 








plastic mudguards. The cost is about 
$11. 

The previous suspension consisted of 
seven inch travel Betors made under 
license in Mexico and 
similarly-produced Boge dampers 
(black-bodied type) with 2.5” effective 


piston travel and 60-90 |Ib./in. 
progressive springs. Cooper has just 
introduced some bolt-on shock 


mounting brackets that move the lower 
shock position about four inches 
forward on the swingarm and allow 
nearly five inches of rear wheel travel, 
with the noted result that the rear wheel 
graunches the fiberglass fender. 

After a couple of days of riding, we 
came to the following set of conclusions 
about the bolt-on LTR suspension mod. 
One, the idea actually works. Two, the 
increased rear wheel travel with 
resultant weight and force transfers were 
too much for the stock fork springs. 
They soon give up and sag leaving about 
5.5” of uncertain-feeling mushy fork 
travel. This effect will be noted in just 
about every LTR modification. Three, 
the 60-90 progressive springs on the 
Boges weren't the hot set-up after 
nearly doubling the rear axle travel. 

Solutions were incredibly simple 
considering the positive results. 
Basically, the bolt-on brackets do the 
job and the Cooper swingarm proved 
rigid enough and strong enough not to 
bend or deflect under pounding. New 
S&W fork springs of a sturdier wind 
were crammed into the fork tubes and 
brought back nearly seven inches of 
honest, firm fork travel while taking 








away the mushiness. S&W dampers with 
90 Ib./in. straight wind springs of the 
same make made all the difference. The 
S&W damper design also allows another 
half-inch or more of piston travel 
meaning the shock doesn’t have to work 
as much for the same amount of rear 
axle travel and, therefore, will last 
longer while damping better. The ride 
was firmer but much more positive. 
Ninety, 100, or 110 Ib./in. springs are 
provided by Cooper as part of the 
bolt-on shock bracket kit. 

Firming up both ends of the Cooper 
with heavier springs and mid-range 
damping S&W shocks (There are three 
S&W categories from soft to firm.) 
significantly improved rough track 
control and allowed the rider to cover 
the same terrain more quickly and 
safely, which is what it’s all about in the 
first place. Ironically, the bike feels 
twitchy on rough straights yet goes 
through corners well, exhibiting much 
quicker and more precise steering than 
might normally be associated with a 
Maico-derived chassis. Stability in a 
comering mode, either sliding or 
squaring off, is hard to fault. The 
G-forces involved balance well with the 
stiffer, longer travel suspension. 

The best part of bringing the Cooper 
250 into the world of 1975 rough 
course racing is the price tag: 
$1038—Cooper 250 MX list price 

34—bolt-on mounting kit with 
correct rate springs for rear 
dampers 

12—new fork springs 

11—plastic fenders 








$1095—very reasonable price for a 

competitive 250 class dirt racer 
Even if you allow $50 for different 
dampers, as we used, which may not be 
necessary 'til the old-style Boges wear 
out, the racing package is not all that 
pricey. Particularly if you've seen what 
the rest of the scooters are bringing this 
year. 

As final caveats, you should know 
that while the shifting is positive; 
precise with good progession on gear 
ratios, the clutch heats up and drags 
after prolonged usage even if not 
severely used during that time. That's a 
feature they didn't need to adapt from 
the Maico. And the Cooper is fairly 
heavy with most of this weight 
attributable to the big, black Islo 
engine. Power to weight ratio is, 
numerically, favorable even if the 
machine is at the high end of the 
poundage scale among current 250s: 
about 240 or so. 

Purists may insist, with obvious 
justification, that it’s not quite the same 
as the new, redesigned 250s with 
factory-integral LTR suspension. 
However, 90% of all riders won't be able 


to tell $500 worth of difference in 
performance. The biggest complaint 
about the Cooper 250: cosmetic 


finishing as it relates to function. Its 
biggest asset: acceptable competition 
handling and a good power package at 
an increasingly bargain price. Essentially 
stock, with the add-ons noted, it's good 
enough to race 250 Junior. Stock, 
hardly anything's good enough to race 
250 Expert. e.

John was the reserve rider called on 
after Egon Muller of Germany was hurt 
in practice. With two riders out, Ivan 
rode four more events without a 
teammate against two riders of the U.S. 
team. Of the four solo events he won 
two, came in second in one and third in 
the other. 

Rick Woods, the only three-time U.S. 
National Speedway Champ, racked up a 
score of 12 points, second highest for 
the U.S. team and third for the night. 
Woods got off to a poor start in his 
first race, falling in turn one. He got 
back into. the race and was closing 
rapidly at the checkered flag, but scored 
no points for that event. Woods more 
than made up for his error by winning 
his next four events, taking more firsts 
than anyone for the night. 

Steve Bast, the 1974 U.S. National 
Champ added 11 points to the U.S. 
victory, Jeff Sexton, the man who 
finished second in the Nationals to 
Steve, added another 11 points to the 
score, tieing Steve for the fourth spot 
overall. 

Fifth overall went to Barry Briggs of 
New Zealandand Ole Olsen of Denmark, 
both with nine points. Briggs, four-time 
World Champ, had engine trouble in 
two events, scoring no points. 

Ole Olsen of Denmark won two of his 
six rides, scoring one point in three 
others, adding nine points for the World 
team. 

To round out the 66 points for the 
U.S. team, Sonny Nutter added eight, 
Bill Cody six and Scott Sivadge three. 
For the World John Louis and Chris 
Pusey of England added four points 
each. 

The capacity crowd saw the best in 
the world of Speedway. Whether they 
spoke German, Danish, English, or 
Swedish, they are all the tops in the 
sport, and, without a doubt, the 10 
thousand race fans who packed the 
grandstands, braving rain showers, are, 
in the eyes of the competitors, the 
greatest fans in the world. е

Sawmill Enduro: 
Napoleon’s retreat 
from Moscow was 
something like this

UPPER LAKE, CAL., FEB. 23 

The ’75 Sawmill Enduro could be 
either the worst or the best en- 
duro run thus far in District 36 
this spring — it was certainly the 
roughest. The 90 mile course con-

sisted of two types of trail — snow 
covered and bottle-necked. The 
hundred or so riders who com- 
pleted the run were extremely satisfied 
but the other five or six hundred who 
straggled in by way of the hard-top road 
from the gas point or points beyond 
seemed so washed out that the only 
comment they could offer was 
“unbelievable,” “torture” and “‘just too 
much, impossible to keep speeds." 
Evening came on with the sweepers 
gathering up the last exhausted 
remnants. 

This is how it was: You came up the 
sunny, south side of a ridge, passed the 
five mile speedometer check, climbed to 
the crest and came upon a steep, 
sweeping downhill which was covered 
with a foot of snow. You begin to 
descend and then suddenly the front 
wheel slides out and you are on your 
back, the bike is on top of you and you 
are both hurtling downhill with such 
gusto that when you come to a stop 
halfway down it takes a while to realize 
that this snow just don’t jive with a 20 
mph average. Twenty minutes later 
you’ve managed to remount the bike 
and point it downhill. All around you 





other riders are floundering about in the 
snow like a covev of drunk penguins, 

The first thing you learn is to stay in 
the narrow rut provided by the A and B 
riders who carved it out hours before. 
You get to the bottom and cross a 
stream. Now you've got snow up your 
sleeves and down your trousers and icy 
water sloshing around your socks. You 
are now all broken in and 
psychologically prepared for the course. 
Almost, that is. You haven’t seen the 
bottlenecks yet. 

The first one you come to is a 
narrow, muddy, rutted trail up through 
the woods and it is closed to oncoming 
traffic by an avalanche of fallen riders. 
In a half hour you are at the top but so 
tired from pushing the bike over slick 
places that you hardly have the strength 
to ride that rut through the snow. The 
easiest thing to do is to take your feet 
off the pegs, put them out to each side 
and use them like sleds to keep your 
balance. You follow the riders in front 
of you as if you were a boxcar in a line 
of boxcars. 

Somehow you fantasize about 
crossing Siberia in winter or wonder if 
they’ll ever hold an enduro along the 
length of the Alaskan pipeline someday.

A photographer out here? You’ve got 
to be kidding! 


Every fire road is under a couple of feet 
of snow; every steep, long hill is 
torturous, spirit crushing and time 
consuming. You pass more and more 
riders who have just quit, who sit in the 
snow or in the mud and who look up 
and shake their heads in disgust as you 
struggle past in second gear. Some are 
digging in the snow and then gulping 
down handfuls of it to cool raw throats 
and dry mouths. 

The whole course has an aura of 
defeat and frustration at every tum, at 
every bottleneck, at every place where a 
few forlorn riders are gathered. You hit 
the first check point. You are an hour 
late. Your buddy — an A rider — is 
there. He has been lost and now is going 
back by the pavement. He wishes you 
good luck with a malicious grin as you 
move out again. 

Finally you reach the gas point 40 
miles out and four hours later. Some 
riders head down to the pavement, some 
follow the arrows. You follow them and 
things get worse. The arrows are 
screwed up and you get off the course. 
Eventually you find it again and hit the 
third check where a man tells you that 
you are over two hours late and why 
not just take the pavement. But you 
follow the few who elect to give it a try 
and you go on because the snow is not 
so bad now and maybe the rest of the 
course will be a road run. But it’s not 
and now the trail cuts through thickets 
of pucker brush and you know there is a 
bad bottleneck ahead because a lot of 
riders are coming back down the course. 


At the bottleneck the riders are 
helping each other. Five or six men toa 
bike and “all together now,” push and 
everyone telling the other guy that it’s 
got to get better but it never will 
because at 52 miles a North Bay M/C 
sweeper is directing everyone to the 
paved road, that symbol of defeat. You 
hate to take it back but you know that 
at last it’s over and you are glad you got 
this far. The little group of strangers 
you've been struggling along with smile 
at each other. The guy on the Suzuki 
who pushed you over the top of the last 
bad one nods in the direction of the 
arrows and asks: *'What's it like?" 

"It's super trail, we hacked it out 
with axes,” says the sweeper. 

“Let us go on,” says the guy on the 
Penton who rode other men’s bikes up 
the last bottleneck when they were too 
washed out to go on. 

“There’ 40 miles of bad ass trail. 
We'll be up all night sweeping. Come on, 
take the road. Be sensible," says the 
sweeper. 

"Come on. Let us try, man," says the 
guy with the 125 Hodaka. 

"No way. Come on, give me your 
numbers and take the road," says the 
sweeper. "And look, it was a tough 
enduro. Even Ben Bowers was 30 
minutes late at the first check." 

"No kidding? Hey, I guess we better 
take the road back. Makes sense, huh," 
said everyone at once. And with that 
after 52 miles in six hours they headed 
for the pavement. ®

There are many people in the 
realm of motorcycle racing that 
are largely unknown yet have 


made enormous 


the sport; Bill Robinson is one of 
them. Unlees you are a rider, 
sponsor, or member of the press, 
chances are you’ve never heard of 


Bill Robinson. He is almost always 

found, when not physically involved 
| with the tasks of his job, chatting with 
| riders, giving them advice (even if they 
run a competitive brand) or checking on 
how the riders are doing on the track. It 
is this quality — that of total dedication 
to the sport — that has earned Bill 
Robinson the respect of almost every 
rider on the circuit. He is not just a 
Goodyear tire rep to the riders; he is 
The Goodyear man. 

To say that one lives, eats and 
breathes the sport is a trite comment in 
most cases but in applying that to Bill 
Robinson it somehow falls short. Bill, 
when not attending either a motorcycle 
or auto race, is usually involved in 
testing and refining the present product 
to create a new and better one. And, 
| during his spare moments there is 
always his business of over twenty 
years, the Lauderdale Auto and Marine 
Service, Inc. to take up his time. It’s fair 
to say that Bill is constantly on the go; a 
| condition he refers to as being married 
to the sport. 

“It starts at home with a family that’s 
| willing to sacrifice you to do these 
things. If you’re willing to marry any 
occupation you're going to be successful 
but when you say the word marry that's 
exactly what it is. What ever it takes to 
get the job done is exactly what you 
must be prepared to do." 

. "The marriage began in 1960 with auto 
racing and then in 1963 enlarged itself 






































































] could see that there wasn't anybody 
| else helping them." 

The dictum by which Bill Robinson 
lives and conducts his work is simple, “I 
| feel that if I can win a race with my 
product (Goodyear tires) then it’s 
almost the same as my being in the 
| saddle.” That, simply, is why Bill 
Robinson is successful. “I think you 
have ta feel that way in order to put up 
with all the things that go on in racing.” 
|. Many years ago as a child in his home 
town of Chattanooga, Tennessee, Bill 
| got his first taste of auto racing as a 
‘go-fer” at a half-mile track near his 
house. Later he drove sprint cars and 
| quarter midgets successfully but 
abandoned the circuit for business 
although never really pulling out of 
racing one hundred percent. In 1951, he 
founded his present business which 
deals in auto and marine carburetor and 


ишп maintenance as well ' as 
oodyear tire sales. 


“I can’t be satisfied just to work and 
sit in my store selling tires and 
answering questions. Гуе got to become 
| a part of racing because I'm a racer, and 
| my way of doing that is learning not 
| what they (racers) need today but what 
they'll need tomorrow." 
| Tt was this curiosity, this 

thoroughness that led to the evolution 
of both Goodyear road racing and dirt 
track tires. 

Harley-Davidson, in 1963, found 
themselves in a relative bind. Avon was 
| pulling out of the production of road 
| racing tires leaving only Dunlop as a 
| supplier. Unfortunately, for Harley, the 
American distributor for Dunlop, at the 
time, was Triumph; a staunch 
competitor on the National Circuit. The 
thought of buying their tires from their 
competition put Harley in a bind and 
they approached Goodyear. Goodyear, 
as an OEM (original equipment 
anufacturer) supplier of tires to H-D 


to motorcycles, as Bill puts it," Because . 


contributions to 


agreed to do something and contacted 
Bill to combine his knowledge with that 
of the racing department to build their 
first motorcycle road racing tire. 

**Since I probably had more 
automotive road racing experience than 
anybody with the company at that time 
the head of Racing and Development at 
Goodyear asked me if I would work 
with Harley- they would supply two 
machines and riders - and try to help 
develop a racing tire because of their 
need. This didn't mean that we weren't 
going to build tires for anybody else. 
What you have to remember is that we 
didn't have much choice as 
Harley-Davidson was the only machine 
manufactured here that we knew had 
the right type of personnel, mechanics, 
equipment and everything else. You 
can't go testing to build anything unless 
you have the best equipment and riders. 
If you don't you won't learn anything." 

Racing at this time was in its infancy 
and, as such, budgets were not large; 
certainly not large enough to rent a 
track to conduct the tests. Cooperation 
between individuals, the fact that all 
sheriff’s departments in Florida were 
Harley mounted and the feeling that 
where there's a will there's a way, all 
contributed to the initial testing. The 
story, according to Bill, if known at the 
time would probably have landed a few 
people in jail It amounted to the 
running of straight speed tests over a 
five mile strip of public road with 
sheriff's stopping traffic whenever the 
runs were to be made. Roger Reiman 
and George Roeder were the riders. It 
was a learning process for Bill and he 
admits that at the time all he knew 
about motorcycles was "that they had a 
front and rear tire." Fairings, at the 
time were also new and innovative and 
with some set-ups the bikes would run 
faster without a fairing than one with. 

The tests progressed to an abandoned 
airport that Harley racing chief Dick 
O'Brien had obtained for their use. It 
was set-up with pylons to create a 
simulated road racing course and had a 
very rough concrete surface that wore 
tires very quickly. After each session, a 
call to an engineer in Akron was made 
and the data from that days testing was 
incorporated into the final design. One 
of the items to be determined from the 
testing was the placement of the 
“tiebars,” A tie bar is used in tread 
design and particularly in road racing 
tires to keep the tread stable so that it 
doesn't move under the strain of high 
speed or braking. Bill opted for recessed 
tie bars but upon receipt of the finished 
product, found that they were exposed 
causing the tire to be almost like a slick; 
a problem that could not be remedied in 
the time remaining before the race. 

“] knew we had a problem the minute 
I saw the exposed tie bars on the tire. It 
was pretty important to me since this 
was the first time that the tire had even 
been seen or raced professionally. I 
convinced Roger Reiman that with a lot 
of sweat we could make the tire work. I 
had to take a hand file and groove the 
tires to get rid of the glaze down to 
where the rubber could start working. I 
put a lot of hours into those tires.” 

On race day there were only two bikes 
in the Daytona starting field with 
Goodyear tires front and rear; Roger 
Reiman and Ralph White. Reiman won 
the 200 and Ralph White, the previous 
year’s winner, finished fourth. 

*[ felt real proud that in the first 
experience I had with motorcycling I 
was fortunate enough to win the biggest 
race they had in this country." 

Bill's successes have continued since 


that day in March, 1964. In fact, he 
returned the next year and won the 200 
again; not a bad record considering that 
it was the only event that Goodyear 
went to. Since then, Bill has been the 
first person to run a tubeless motorcycle 
racing tire and the first to use stick on 
weights for tire balance. He also 
introduced the Goodyear D/T and was 
instrumental in its development. 

The introduction of.the D/T is another 
story with a basis in cooperation and 
mutual help. Bill actually introduced 
the tire at the Terre Haute half mile 
National in 1971 although the tire was 
not approved for use until almost a year 
later. 

The AMA’s rejection of approval did 
not however, say that the tire could not 
be run in practice; only that it couldn’t 
be used in National competition. Bill, 
relying on his relationships with the 
riders, got six riders of different styles 
to test the tire and give him their 
comments. It was not an easy thing to 
do since each rider uses the practice 
periods to set up his machine for the 
National and here Bill was asking them 
to practice with a tire that they couldn’t 
use in the race. 

A little less than a year later the 
Goodyear D/T made its debut at the 
Louisville half mile National and was an 
instant success powering both the 
Expert and Junior winner to victory. By 
the Columbus National a few weeks 
later the D/T was acknowledged to be 
the tire to use. 

It may come as a small shock but the 
estimated cost of producing a tire from 
the original idea to the finished product 
is a minimum of $100,000. What is 
more surprising is that the manufacturer 
does not make anything on the sale of 
racing tires; in fact almost all of the 
racing tires are sold way below what it 
actually costs to produce them. 
Goodyear x-rays each racing tire before 
it leaves the factory; another costly but 
impressive feature. One other interesting 
fact probably unknown to most people 
is that the Racing Division comes under 
the advertising end of the business 
because of the cost factor. It was this 
cost factor and budgeting that caused 
the Eagle series dirt tire to be built in 
the Production tire section hence 
Robinson’s dual contractual obligation. 

So you’d like to build a tire but you 
don’t know where to start? Well first 
you have to know what wheels are 
available and what ones are intended for 
use. You have to decide what the width 
of the rim is because it determines the 
width of the cross section. There’s no 
use building a tire unless it will fit under 
the fender or between the fork tubes. 
Thirdly you must consider the center 
line since you will be running on the top 
of the bead while you’re going straight 
and on the sidewall in cornering. This 
determines how much rubber you need 
on the sidewall. Add to that the weight 
factor-the heavier the tire the slower it 
is going to go-and you have a sketchy 
idea of how Bill Robinson goes about 
the process of determining what a tire 
will be. Easy isn’t it? Sure. 

“It takes a lot of common sense and 
knowledgeable factors plus you’ve got 
to talk to a lot of people to find out 
who to believe. The most important 
thing is to find out what their exact 
needs are and then design the tire 
around the particular application that it 
is to be used for.” 

The design and introduction of the 
Goodyear slick was one such problem. 

“Our problem with the slick was 
simple: I couldn’t get the AMA to tell 
me if they would race in the rain or not. 
Now that’s an easy question to answer if 
you ask any other racing organization 
but with the AMA the answer was 
‘maybe so.’ Now it’s pretty hard to 
build a ‘maybe so’ tire.” Yet at Daytona 
the slick is or will be the tire to be 
using. 

“There are certain fixed items in 
racing but tires aren’t one of them. An 
engine is limited to how many rpm’s it 
can turn and it will last only so long 
before it will blow up. We don’t know 
what our limit is on a tire and we're 
always searching for something else 


because we have no limits; of course 
there are limits above us that cause us 
problems to where we can't go as far as 
we'd like to. This has happened in bikes. 
I don't think that they have improved 
suspensions enough. We need better 
shocks because we're getting more 
horsepower all the time. It’s a 
horsepower race anywhere you go. As 
you get more horses you have to have a 
better suspension because when you 
start sticking a tire better there are a lot 
of things that can happen. If we make a 
better product and a tire that will stick 
real good then the wheel better be damn 
good because it will be taking more 
strain. The shocks will then have to be 
stronger which leads to the need for a 
stronger frame and a stronger 
transmission and on and on, What I’m 
trying to explain is that just because we 
may be able to produce a tire that has 
all the traction in the world we are 
liable to break something else. We've 
done it in many forms of racing." 

Six years ago, at Daytona, Bill 
unveiled the ‘Robinson Trick”? when he 
mounted two front tires on Ralph 
White’s independent Yamaha for 
qualifying (around the oval)- at 
Daytona. Bill told him he could do it if 
he had “faith in me and the product." 
White qualified faster than the Yamaha 
factory bikes. 

The next year Gene Romero 
approached Bill for help in securing the 
pole position; however doing the same 
with Romero's Triumph as he did the 
year before with a Yamaha called for 
quite a lot of calculation. The main fact 
being that to decrease the rolling 
resistance you increase the tire pressure 
and, in doing so, create the situation 
where it takes less power to go faster. 
The dual front tire set-up would work 
because a bike is not fast enough or 
heavy enough to get sideways off the 
banking creating the need for a lot of 
ribs like the rear traction tire. There was 
an unreal wear factor because of the 
weight of the Triumph. 

“| told Gene he could make one 
warm-up lap and one flying lap to the 
flag but then he had better roll off the 
throttle as fast as he could because I 
didn’t know how-much tread would be 
left. We had the nylon cord showing on 
the tire when Gene came in - he did win 
the pole position by a wide margin-but 
that’s a lot closer than I like to project.” 
Gene was running 70 pounds of air 
pressure for his run; the normal race tire 
carries between 26 and 32 pounds. 

On the more practical side of things 
and relating to street tires as well as 
racing ones is the use of directional 
markings on tires. You know-those little 
arrows that follow the tread design. 
They do mean something. 

“When a tire is made you have to 
splice it; you never butt the pieces 
together but rather always overlap them 
so that you have one piece of rubber 
coming over top of another. On a rear 
tire the splice or the manufacturers 
mark (arrow or other) should always be 
on the right side while on the front it 
should be to the left. The reason being 
that it’s a safety factor. Under a traction 
pull you wouldn’t want to mount the 
tire so that it tried to pull the splice 
apart but if you mounted it correctly to 
move against the closed part then the 
pressure is not pulling on it. It’s just the 
opposite on the front tire because of the 
braking factor causing opposite forces 
from the rear tire.” 

“Tt doesn’t really make any difference 
to me if your name is Kenny Roberts or 
Joe Doe. If you're a dedicated racer and 
I'm there, then I'm more than willing to 
help you win that race. But you've got 
to ask me. I can’t go around and seek 
you out and answer questions that 
weren’t asked in the first place. I’ve 


"helped a lot of people win races when 


they were on Pirelli, Dunlop and other 
brands of tires and that’s how I got 
them on Goodyear.” 

The importance of a Bill Robinson to 
the sport cannot be over-emphasized. 
One of our favorite Robinson-isms sums 
it up: "The reason a tire is important to 
start with is because it's the last thing 
between your ass and the pavement."
